Among  "Men  Entombed  at 
Sufelet— Twelve  Is  Rescued 
Total 

CZtUHO  SLOVAKIAN 

HtRO  OF  DISASTER 


Mike  Benna  Leads  Twelve 
Companions  to  Freedonv— 
Then  -Hurries  Back  With 
Rescue  Crew 

SI  I'.I.ET.  Wyo.,  Sept.  17.  — 
(irief,  born  of  disaster, 
g^rips  this  Utile  cosmopoli 
tan  minings  commnnity  nestling 
in  Willow  Crrck  Canyon,  North 
Kemmerer.  W  yo..  for  scarcely  a 
house  in  the  little  ramp  has  not 
felt  within  the  last  thirty  hours 
sorrow  that  yesterday  came  with 
Suhlet's  first  mining  disaster. 
Tonight,  twelve  men,  all  heroes, 
those  who  survive,  men  who 
walked  frnm  the  smoke  and  gas- 
filled  interior  of  mine  No.  5  of 
the  Kemmerer  Coal  Company 
last  night,  are  leading  rescvir 
crews  back  into  the  debris-strewn 
entry  ways  in  quest  for  comrades 
Ic.s.s  fortnnatc. 

Out  of  II  total  of  fifty-onc  men 
who  entered  the  mine  early  yeeter- 
day  morning  but  thirty-four  have 
been  aeoounted  for.  Twelve  fought 
their  way  to  aaXoty  afUr  a  Wtl«  last- 
ing nr.ore  than  fovr  .houra  following 
the  blast,  while  tho  bodlaa  of  twenty- 
two  have  been  brought  to  the  surface 
by  their  comrades. 

When  the  laj»t  rejm-ue  crewa  came 
to  the  .■»urfa<e  tonltfht.  ahortly  before 
8  o'clock,  they  brought  word  that 
finally  killed  hopea  that  had  been 
held  throughout  tha  camp  to^ay  that 
poaalbly  five  antombad  bmb  would 
be  found  aUva. 

Mike  Banna,  native  of  Csacho- 
Slovakia,  today  and  tonight  la  tha 
hero  of  Bublet'a  greatest  diaaater, 
Mike,  the  father  of  four  amall  chil- 
dren, and  an  employee  of  mine  No. 
S  for  twelve  yeara,  yesterday  led 
eleven  of  hla  comrades  through 
smoke  and  gas-fllled  entry  ways  to 
Ufa.  freedom  and  their  famlliea.

Until  18J()  the  overwhelmlnj,' majority 
of  c»lonlat8  who  OHme  to  America 
were  of  UogiUh.  Bcotdx  and.  Korth 
Irish  origin.  In  tha  aaventaanth 
rentury  a  amall  oolony  ot  DutoliiMn 
itad  boan  aaUbllahad  la  Naw  York, 
and  a  amnil  eolony  of  Bwedcs  in  the 
preacnt  Naw  Jeraey.  In  the  eigh- 
teenth century  there  uua  n  movpniont 
of  Oermana  to  IVnnsy  Ivunia.  A 
small  Immigration  of  l-'rpnrh 
tlugrnoiit  and  Irlah  also  took  placr 
The  Continentals  and  thair  daecend 
ant.H,  however,  were  few  in  number 
compared  to  thuae  of  britiah  origin. 

In  Itao  the  sreat  Irta^  Immigru- 
tion  began  and  waa  followed  twenty 
yfara  later  by  the  flrat  large  Oerman 
niigrution.  Scandinavia  nM  uIho  ap- 
peared In  Increasing  numlicrs.  an  mell 
aa  IIoIlanderH.  Owing  to  the  fatt 
that  mo.Mt  of  theso  peoples  came  from 
kindred  ntockH,  and  l  i '>tn  laniln 
where  cuatOma  and  ir.idllloiis  did 
not  differ  radically  from  those  of  the 
Hritiah  stoek  in  the  United  Stataa, 
they  were  abborbad  Into  tha  popnla- 
tloQ,  and  thaIr  dcseendanta  today  are 
Indistinguishable  In  appearance  and 
1  humctcr  from  the  deacendanta  of 
the  Britiah  immigrants.

1890  and  1920  t.SOO.OOO  Italian<<  and 
3,100,000  H\iHMlfuiH  camo  In.  Many 
of  theso  nowcomors  belonged  to  ttne 
racial  t\ppn.  and  were  destined  to 
Mdapt  themselves  to  the  ways  «t  their 
now  country.

<)Uota«  li.id  been  filled  while  they 
were  the  high  near*  A  I'ltK  r  cam- 
paign waH  conducted  against  this 
law.  but  It  waa  thrice  reacted  for  a 
period  of  ona  year,  and  waa  Onally 
superseded  by  tha  praSant  avan  more, 
drastic  law,  which  reduces  the 
quotaa  from  threa  to  two  per  "ent.

Lean, cjf  Vancouver,  Ihe  president  oi' 
the  Property  Owners'  Association  of 
that  city,  who  pressed  for  the  f  )r- 
matlon  of  some  such  body  here.  He 
waa  surprised  that  this  city  had  no 
longer  such  an  organisation  and  aald 
that  aa  an  old  timar  In  the  Provlnea 
ha  hapad  to  aaa  Victoria  loading  in 
alt  thinga  aa  aha  did  thirty  years  a^o. 

The  need  of  having  an  oriruni/.a- 
tlon  such  as  advoc-ated  w  i-i  nhow  ii 
oy  Mr  McLean  In  connection  with 
\.i'it..uver  where  he  "lald  ihal  wi'h 
rS.iMiQ  on  the  voters'  list  there  were 
only  22. 000  who  pay  properly  taxes. 
Of  these  there  were  t.OtS  who  llvad 
outsida  tha  city,  leaving  Mlv  iT.Sfa 
raaldant  yroparty  ownara. 

Aa  a  atlaaulua  to  organlaatlon  of 
a  body,  ha  ontllaad  what  had  been 
done  In  Vancouver.  Following  the 
war  men  who  hart  acquired,  by  their 
lobor.  land  were  obtlgerl  to  unKe  In 
order  to  guard  ng.ilnst  the  t,-\klng  of 
thle  away,  probably  by  legal  proceuM, 
In  Ihe  way  of  taxation.

gether from  tha  ignominy  of  paying 
reparations.  J-rom  the  Qermtn  view- 
point the  results  of  the  Iftett  con- 
ference cspstituls  a  step  in  this 
direction. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  grows  sarcastic 
over  the  litest  Luropean  aettlement. 
it  is  sarcasm  must  be  dUcounted  be- 
cause pcvishness  has  charat-teriaed 
his  utterances  since  he  has  been  out
